Bey. I. W. SMITH, Camden, S. C, says: 
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i To Constitution. Providing 
I for the Election of Judges 
of Superior Court 
Will Come Up. 

j At the next state election the 
j people will decide whether or not 
1 they shall in future elect the 
I judges of the superior court and 
i the solicitors general. 
! Pretty much everybody is aware 
of this fact in a general sort of a 
way, but there are little details 
with which they are not acquaint- 
ed. 

It is not a new thing for Geor- 
gian to elect judges and solicitors, 
for the plan was tried during the 
latter years of the war, and if an 
action of the majority goes to 
prove anything, the custom was 
not a good one, said a prominent 
lawyer yesterday. 

At any rate, just after the war, 
Georgia decided that she would 
stop the practice, and so there was 
a constitutional amendment pro- 
viding for the appointment of 
these officers by the governor. 

And this custom prevailed for 
some years. After about a de- 
cade, howcyer, the people seemed 
tired, or desired a change, and in 
1877 there was another constitus 
tional amendment. This provided 
for the election by the legislature 
and has continued up to the pres- 
ent time. It is just the turning of 
the wheel, and we are getting back 
to where we were before. 

Persons familiar with the prac- 
tical history of the state are ac- 
quainted with the fact that several 
times before there was an effort 
made to increase the number of 
supreme court judges from three 
to six. Each time the effort was 
voted down, but, finally, as we all 
know, the amendment to increase 
to six and that election should be 
so by popular vote, was carried. 
And so the three new judges were 



lncnt." 

This will mean that the people 
will decide whether or not in the 
future they shall have in their 
power, or the privilege, whichever 
it is, of having a voice in the se- 
lection of Ih'.' judges of the superi- 
or court and the solicitors general. 
This constitutional amendment was 
offered at the last session of the 
general assembly. 

Although it is possible that the 
amendment will be passed before 
the time when the judges shall be 
elected by the legislature, it will 
not be operative. 

There are a great many people 
both professional and laymen, who 
are opposed to the election of 
judges by the people, and who 
think that the present method is 
the safest oue. 

There are others who favor it, 
and there are said to bo good as 
arguments in favor of the amend- 
ment as there are against it. 

The most general opinion seems 
to be that the amendment will car- 
ry. -Georgia Cracker.

Aceordiag to announcement Mr 
J, V. Harbison, one of the demo- 
cratic candidates for the legisla 
ture, opened tfae political ball by 
making his maiden speech at the 
court house last Saturday night to 
a goodly number of voters, con- 
sidering the inclement weather, 
The speech was pronounced good 
by those who heard it— and bis 
manner of delivery was a surprise 
to nil present. In brief he said 
that he' was a democrat, was in 
favor of. our' college and all public 
school, but was apposed to the 
stock law. He saw'no ^ay to re- 
duce taxes unless it was do£e by 
cutting down the school lu. n( * anct 
pensions of confederate soldier,? 
and widows. This he was opposed 
to. He favored both educating 
the children and giying to all sol 
dierstbat were entitled, '.onrJer the 
pension law. In alluding to some 
being opposed to him because 
hiad been in the 1 revenue business 
he gald that he held' a commission 
from the government and had done 
nothing that he Was ashamed of 
while in the discharge of his du- 
ties. When he closed Mr. W. H. 
McAfee, one of his opponents, 
arose and gave an interesting talk 
on the same line. Ho too was ir, 
favor of education in all its branch- 
es and was a friend to the old con- 
federate soldier and favored pay- 
ing him for his services. It is the 
first time any candidate has pub- 
licly announced in the court house 
that he would not use liquor in the 
election. Both did this. The ca 
paign between these gentlemen is 
very peacable and agreeable. They 
cast no words of abuse or criticism 
at each other. Mr. McAfee said 
that the experience that he had had 
in the Georgia legislator as Sena- 
tor did. he thought, give him the 
adyantage of bis young friend and 
opponent, Mr. Harbison.

HIS STEWARDSHIP 

The Retiring Commissioner oi 
Agriculture to Farmers. 

GRATEFUL FOR SUPPORT 

Jle Give* a Brief Resume of the Inno- 
rntlona and Retrenchments Inauga. 
rated SJftJ?« Be Took Charge of the 
Depart njent Eight Years Ago.

As this will perhaps be my las( 
"monthly talk" to the farmers of Geor 
gia before my successor takes charge oj 
the affairs of the agricultural depart 
merit, I wish through this medium tc 
thank the people of the stote and th« 
farmers more especially for the mannei 
in whioh they have "held np my hands'' 
in my efforts 'to build up the agricult- 
ural interests of the state and to focus 
public attention on some of the more 
important agricultural issues of the day. 
I am indeed grateful for the considera- 
tion and courtesy which I have received 
from a large majority of my fellow citi- 
zens during my administration of the 
affairs of the agricultural department, 
and I feel that I owe It to myself and to 
them to give a short, review of my stew- 
ardship since they entrusted me with sc 
' oportant work. 

Notwithstanding the wise and benefi- 
cent alms of its founders, some un- 
oneoked abuses had found their way 
into the agricultural department through 
the inspection of oils and fertilizers, 
duties simple enough in themselves, re- 
quiring integrity of purpose rather than 
superior skill and knowledge, but which 
brought disproportionately large emolu- 
ments to the fortunate, holders of such 
positions. 

In Justioe to my predecessors it should 
be stated that the condition referred to 
was the outgrowth f an unforseen 
and rapidly Increased consumption of 
botll oils and fertilizers, for which 
no provision was made in the 
etaute law of. the state, At leading 
central points like Atlanta or Savannah, 
under this system, as much as $8,000 c« 
810,000 annual)- ^,.3 received by indi- 
TIaual inspectors of oils and fertilizers, 
these two offices being at that time con- 
solidated. That is, one inspector re- 
ceived about as much as the entire su- 
preme judiciary of the state. In 1890, 
When I took charge; the farmers, whose 
interests were especially to be served by 
the department, having found a few 
tares amidst an abundance of wheat, 
were in the front ranks of those who 
were willing to tear down an institu- 
tion which had been built up mainly 
for their protection and guidance. I 
don't think I am assuming too much 
When I state that in the eight years 01 
my incumbency the department has 
gradually been growing in favor with 
the farmers and that my earnest efforts 
to make it effectively and actively use- 
ful to them are even now bearing fruit. 

when I took charge in 1890, and I im- 
mediately suggested and urged the abol- 
ishment of the system by which oil in- 
spectors were receiving such exhorbi- 
' fees. An act allowing them to re- 
only $125 per month out of inspec- 
receipts and requiring them to 
make monthly returns to the state 
treasury of all sums in excess of 
this amount, was approved Dec. 
20, 1890, and since then by this in- 
novation §100,000 from oil and $125,000 
from fertilizers have been saved to the 
state and placed in the treasury. 

In December, 1891, following the 

.me line of retrenchment, the fixed 
salaries of I lectors were 

reduced from $125.00 to $83.33 per 
month, and only four of these were kept 
on duty the whole year, tlje others from 
four to six months. Hero was another 
saving of several thousand dollars. The 
office expenses were also reduced by the 
salary of one clerk $1,800.00 annually, 
and although the office duties have 
steadily increased until they have been 
more than doubled and trebled, the work 
has been carried on by the original 
number of clerks, with a slight increase 
of salaries. 

During my administration the whole 
plan of fertilizer inspection has been 
revolutionized. The old plan was in 
bulk, and before leaving the factories. 
The new bill, which is now the law, 
b carefully planned to give full 
protection to both buyer and seller. It 
provides that the inspecting shall be 
dons only after the fertilizer is shipped 
to different points and put upon the 
market in separate packages. The pro- 
visions of this bill are such as to place 
Georgia in the lead as to the judicious 
and careful supervision of her immense 
fertilizer trade. This law, as compared 
With those iu force in other states, is 
superior, which is evidenced by the fact 
that many inquiries have come on this 
subject to this department from differ- 
ent southern states. The Georgia fer- 
tilizer law has finally become the basis 
for similar laws in her sister states. 

Another important change has been 

the removal of the state laboratory from 

Athens to the capital, where the impor- 

it work of analyzing every brand put 

sale in the state, is carried on under 

the immediate supervision and inspec- 
tiau of the commissioner of agriculture. 
This affords increased advantages and 
facilities to the state chemist in his 
daily routine work which has increased 
' miendousiy since 1890. 

Another innovation which has made 
the department the medium of commn- 
cating valuable information to the farm- 
throughout the state is the substitu- 
1 of plate matter, furnished to the 
weekly press, in lien of the circulars 
and bulletins previously issued. The 
;hly talks" and answers to ques- 

obtaining practical hints on topics 

connected with the farm, the garden, 
the dairy, the orchard and kindred sub- 
it- ."ts, carefully arranged as to time and 
season of the year, are published in the 
weekly papers of the state. These go 
to the remotest sections each month and 
thousands of farmers, who are practi- 
cally cut off from the usual sources of 
in t: ii-mation, are thus reached and placed 
iu touch with the busy worid and kept 
informed on rrsny subjects most valua- 
ble 111 the conduct of their farm opera- 
tii.us. i;e-ifl.\s these publications thede- 
pavi-iiiont has issut'i u handsomely illus- 
trated manual entitled "Georgia, a 
Fair Field For Homeseekers and In- 
vestor.--," and in addition to this an- 
other larger volume has been prepared 



and Issued entitled "Georgia, Her 'JJe- 
fpnrces and FossibilUic.t-" The latter 
volume was intended at! a sequel to 
"Tho Corns* orgm,'" and, 

not only poitiU (::■.'. thft .in, aw ful'Va... as 
made in tha economic industries of the 
.state, but shows by an exhibit of 
the reeoorcea of every county through- 
out her length and breadth what 
her boundleea possibilities are. Both 
of then© volumes have been widely 
drcula&d and widely read, and I be- 
lieve have been largely instrumental in 
advertising the .enormous advantages 
which our state offers to those seeking 
homes in a healthy section-,, where wise 
laws are rigidly enforced, awd where the 
faithful laborer will in &m time reap 
the rewards of faithful work. 

To my record in the agricnltur.il de- 
partment I can refer with a feeling* of 
just pride, The department has bbou 
elevated to a high plane of usefulness- 
and the farmers throughout the stat^ 
are beginning to realize its importance 
and close relation which it bears to 
every line of their btisiness. The oppo- 
sition among them to the department, 
once so pronounced, has ,-n o- hied, nud 
it is with gratitude that I point to 
the faot, that my staunchest supporters 
have come from the ranks of the farm- 
ers, those who once so bitterly opposed 
it.

It is the basis 
of the prosperity of our transportation 
lines in railroads and ships, as well as 
of all the. money transactions of the 
oountry. It pays its own taxes and 
much besides that should be paid by the 
monied. powers of the country. It sends 
the life blood coursing through the ar- 
teries of trade and commerce. It lies 
at the foundation of the moral and po- 
litical power of the nation. Without 
its sturdy support all that is beautiful 
in literature and art, and even in sci- 
ence, would languish and die. Statis- 
tics show that but for the infusion of 
fresh blood from the country into city 
families the latter would die out in three 
generations. 

It has Seen said that the success of a 
nation is measured by the condition of 
its agriculture. Granting this to be 
1Tue, how all important that every 
means, agricultural departments, ex- 
periment stations, farmers' institutes, 
agricultural and mechanical colleges, 
agricultural societies, farmers' clubs, 
county and state fairs, in other words 
every educational engine should be used 
to elevate and broaden our agricultural 
interests. I believe that Georgia is on 
the threshold of a wonderful agricult- 
ural era. May her people, from, the 
governor down to the humblest citizen 
within her borders, work harmoniously 
and together to secure the advantages 
which will acorue to each and every one 
of them r when Georgia becomes a self 
sustaining state; buying- largely, per> 
haps, but selling more.

Nothing could be fairer, 
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snpir beets can not he yrown profitably 
in the southern states. I quote you 
what that department says on the sub 
ject: 

"Experience has shown that the sugar 
beet reaches its highest development in 
north temperate latitudes. So far as 
the production of beets with high ton- 
nage is concerned, it is found that this 
can be accomplished far to the south, 
but beets grown in such localities are, 
upon the whole, less rich in sugar and 
less suitable for the manufacture of 
sugar than those grown farther north. 
It must be remembered, however, that 
the expressions north and south do not 
refer to any absolute parallels of lati- 
tude, but rather to isothermal lines, 
which in many cases run obliquely to 
the parallels of latitude, and in some 
cases across them almost at right angles. 
As a result of many years of careful ex- 
perimentation, it may be said that as 
far as temperature alone is concerned 
the sugar beet attains its greatest per- 
fection in a zone of varying width, 
through the center of which passes the 
isothermal line of 70 degrees Fahrein- 
heit for the months of June, July and 
August." 

If the agricultural department at 
Washington is correct in the above 
statement, and they doubtless are, the 
cotton states are debarred from growing 
the sugar beet profitably, as the south- 
ern boundary of the belt spoken of as 
suitable to their cultivation, passes 
through the central part east and west 
of Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, 
Iowa and Nebraska, and thence dips al- 
most due south to the boundary of Mex- 
ico. The same authority, however, says: 
"There axe doubtless many localities 
lying outside of this belt, both 
north and south, in which the sugar 
beot will be found to thrive; 
but this will be due to some 
exceptional qualities of the climate 
or soil, and not to any favorable influ- 
ence of a higher or lower temperature." 
My opinion is that the sugar beet 
would find suitable soil, temperature 
and moisture in the valleys of our north- 
ern counties and on the plateaus of oui 
mountain ranges, but not elsewhere in 
the state. The cost of growing sugar 
beets is variously estimated at from 
130.00 to $60.00 per acre, and the value of 
the crop at from $40.00 to $70.00 per 
acre, according to yield and percentage 
of saccharine matter in the beets. 

The latter part of your question is 
fully answered by the Washington de- 
partment as follows: 

"On account of the elaborateness of 
the process and the costly nature of the 
machinery which is necessary to pro- 
duce beet sugar, even in a small way, 
it is not believed that it could be profit- 
ably made in the way indicated. The 
department has no knowledge of any 
successful beet sugar factory of this 
kind. There is no country producing 
any notable quantity of beet sugar in 
which home apparatus costing only a 
few thousand dollars has any appre- 
ciable influence on the octput of sugar. 
Russia has been cited as an exception to 
this rule, but the average annual output 
of each factory thore is in round numbers 
8,000,000 pounds, representing an aver- 
age consumption of 25.000 tons of beets, 
It would not be right to encourage the 
attempt to manufacture beet sugar in 
any such way; nor should the expecta- 
tion be excited among our farmers that 
they will be able to make a crude arti- 
cle of sugar which they can dispose of 
central factory for refining pur- 

The cost of a firstolass beet sugar 
factory, with a capacity of not less than 
800 tons of beets por clay, will bo from 
1*25,000 to $250,000. In 1806 and 1897 
the world's production of cane sn/.'nr 
amounted to 2,747,500 tons, while of 
beet sugar the output was 4,900,000 tons. 
In that year the beet sugar made in the 
United States amounted to 40,000 tons.

According to previous notice in 
the papers, only a few hoars, q. 
respectable number of citizens^ em- 
bracing merchants, rnepftanjcsj 
professors of the college, lawyers 
and physicians, met in the court 
house Friday njght last. 

On mptfon of H. D. Gurley Col. 
Price, the Mayor of the town, was 
requested to act as chairman, who, 
on taking the chair, explained the 
object of the meeting. 

On motion Captain Joseph Al- 
len was requested to act as secre- 
tary. 

The following preamble and res- 
olutions were then read by the 
chairman, as containing the views 
of many citizens who had approv- 
ed the call for a meeting. The 
same was unanimously adopted;; 

PREAMBLE. 

Whereas, The citizens .©f Dah- 
lonega have learned from an ad- 
vertisement of the Post Office De- 
partment at Washington (asking 
for bids) that it is proposed to 
change the mail route between 
Gainesville and Dahlonega from a 
route that has been used as a post 
route for 

OVER SIXTY YEARS, 
to and by a route never before 
used for a daily mail line. The 
proposed change has been made 
without the consent or knowledge 
of a solitary citizen of Dahlenega. 
Not even the Postmaster at this 
place was consulted, as has been 
usual in such matters. 

Therefore, as citizens of Dah- 
lonega, of every class, being more 
largely interested in the matter 
than all other communities or in- 
dividuals, do most earnestly 

PROTEST 
against the proposed change for 
the following reasons: 

First— It lengthens the distance 
to be traveled at least two miles, 
if not more. 

Second— It throws the new line, 
especially from Murray ville to 
New Bridge, practically on a coun- 
try road,, where the hills are, per- 
haps, steeper and more difficult 
than at any point on the old route. 

Third— It forces the mail to 
cross Squirrel Creek and Yellow 
Creek where there are no bridges. 
These streams, in winter time, fre- 
quently rise so high as to prevent 
vehicles and animals from crossing, 
and will often impede and prevent 
the arrival of the mails at Dah - 
lonega. 

Fourth— It will delay the arrival 
of the mails at Dahlonega, in the 
fall and winte/r months, until sun- 
set or dark, thus preventing busi- 
ness men from receiving their let- 
ters in time to reply by return 
wail. 

Fifth— It forces the mail to 
close earlier in the morning than 
formerly, preventing many letters 
from being mailed that would, if 
the old schedule was restored, be 
sent off. 

Sixth -It damages the 1 school 
and business interests of Dahlones 
ga, while the change benefits no 
other community. 

j Seventh— The change, if made 
will be an imposition on the gov- 
ernment and a downright injustice 
' to the people of Dahlonega; 
j Rksolvkd," by the people of 
I Dahlonega in mass meeting as- 
j sembled, That as the only people 
j interested in this matter, we make 
j this protest to the Post office De- 
1 partment :it Washingt 

ng tbat the proposed chan 



line, being the nearest and best, 
with every stream spanned by 
splendid iron and wooden bridges, 
and no possible delays on account 
of swollen streams, be at once 
restored. 

Resolved, That the Postoffico 
authorities at Washington be re- 
quested to make investigation into 
thjs matter and ascertain, before 
putting the change into operation, 
who it is that is trifling with our 
interests, and why it is that im- 
portant changes in our mail facil- 
ities are about being made without 
the consent or knowledge of our 
citizens. 

Resolved, That a copy of the 
proceedings of this meeting be sent 
to the proper department at Wash- 
ington, and that the attention of 
our Senators and Representatives 
in Congress be called to this unwar- 
ranted attempt to injure the 
interests of Dahlonega by interfer- 
ing with her mail facilities, and 
ask them to use their influence to 
prevent the impending wrong. 

Resolved, That the foregoing 
preamble and resolutions be pub- 
lished in the Signal and Nugget. 

Mr. A. W. Meaders introduced 
the following resolution, which was 
adopted: 

' Resolved, That it is the sense 
of this meeting that the tri- weekly 
mail line to Gainesville, via Gar- 
and, Half-way and Murrayville 
(route JNo, 21,182) should bo re- 
stored. A great many citizens of 
Lumpkin, White and Hall counties 
are thus depriyed of mail facilities, 
and simple justice requires that 
this route be again opened. 
Meeting then adjourned sine die.

An Orange county farmer, near- 
Goshen, who has a better farm 
than his father had, yet cannot 
lay up money as his father did,, 
tells us why: 

"Whether farming pays or not 
depends on the man who runs, the 
farm. If he js satisfied to do his 
own work, live as farmers lived 
forty years ago, and is. a good 
manager, there is no reason why 
he should not succeed. The trouble 
is that the farmer's views of life 
and its enjoyments have broadened 
but his income hasn't. I own a 
better farm than my father did, 
and derive a greater income from 
it than he ever received, but lie 
laid up money, and I do net. 
There are a lot of things for which 
I spend money which be never 
thought were necessary, He was 
satisfied to wear his old working 
clothes when he wqnttplown, and 
they wero worn as long as they 
would hold together, regardless of 
appearance. I want to appear as 
well dregsed as anybody I meet, 
a,nd it costs money. When my 
father drove ,to town—vvbioh $id 
not happen very often— the farm 
wagon and farm team were gpod 
enough for him, and they answer- 
ed all right on Sunday when the 
family attended church. I like to 
drive a nice rig, and I generally 
do it. Sometimes when I am in 
town I get a shave or have my 
hair cut. The old time farmers 
used to let their whiskers grow, 
and were satisfied with ametuer 
hair-cutting at home. 

The modern farmer's wife and 
daughters like to wear good clothes 
as well as he does, and they gen- 
erally do it. When they now 
come to town they don,t wear 
calico dresses and sunbonnets as 
their old mothers and grandmoth- 
ers did, .but .they dress every bit 
as well asithe ,wQmen who,liye ; ip 
town. 

These things all cost money, and 
they represent the progress the 
farmers has made in learning the 
art of living. It is entirely right 
and proper that he and his family 
dress as well as everybody else, 
but the income isn't always suf- 
ficient, and that is what makes 
trouble. "— Poqghkeepie Eagle.

When the orders come to mas- 
Ijer out a company a mnster role 
i;a made. This contains the names 
of men, where enlisted, the ac - 
coutrement they possess belonging 
to the government and nuich, other 
data of this kind. 

The men arc then ealled up 
singly to be examined by the sur- 
geon. If nothing js the inatter 
with them the statement ,that they 
are healthy is entered opposite 
the^r names, so making it impos 
hie for them to secure a pension. 
T|u| was not, done in, the last war 
and many pensions wore (U'avpn 
when they should not have li.a4any 
money at all. 

If, on the other hand, any phys- 
ical disability contracted ir the ser- 
vice is found the man is entitled to 
a pension. 

After this physical examination 
is over the pay roll is examined 
and the full amount due the sol- 
dier is handed oyer. He is then 
held accountable for all property 
(expecting shoes, underclothing 
ap,fl uniform) turned over to him 
by the government and if any- 
thing is missing he is compelled to 
pay for it If the soldier desires 
to keep his gun, knapsack or any 
other of his accountrements he is 
given the privilege to do so if he 
pays the amount these cost the 
government. 

After all of this has been gone 
through with the men are put un- 
der a special officer and given 
transportation to whatever point 
the enlistment occurred. Here 
they are dismissed and allowed to 
go where they please. 

In case a man is dishonorably 
discharged he is left to his own re- 
sources, and no transportation is 
furnished.

Editor Nugget: — 

Doubtless most of the voters of 
jljumpldn county have seen and 
re.ad the lengthy circular of W. J. 
Burt who charges me with keeping 
several hundred dollars belonging 
to the county while I was serving 
as Ordinary ( of the same. At many 
terms of theJSuperior court num- 
bers of you have served on the 
grand jury, and examined ray 
books, papers and official acts and 
•eported them cot rect. You were 
acting under your oaths and if all 
this wholesale stealing, which he 
charges me with had hp.ve been go- 

g on you most certainly would 
haye found it out and reported it 

true jurors. While I was or- 
dinary -22 sessions of the grand 
jury convened and none, of them 
ever charged, mc with .stealing a 
single dbiM'r." 

As most of you' are aware the 
'aw requires the tax collector to 
close his books on the 20th day of 
December and issue fifas against 
all defaulters, which are turned 
over to the sheriff or constables, 
who collect all they can and then 
make a return of "Duo search made 
and no property found" on ii 
fas against persons owning noth 
ing. They are then returned to 
the tax collector and he g ets five 
cents for recording each name on 
the insolvent book which amounl 
is credited to the tax collectors ac 
count when he makes a settlement 
with the state and county and the 
fifas are filed away in the ordina- 
ry's office. There are hundreds of 
these fifas in the ordinary's office 
to-day, but this lying Bill Burt 
charges them all up to me. They 
are there worthless and no one 
knows it better than this convict 
and liar Bill Burt. 

Burt knows full well that a por- 
tion of the time we had a Board of 
Road and Kevenucs who had charge 
of the finances of the county, but 
he holds me responsible for the 
whole thing. 

Before the registration book 
closed when J. W. Walker was tax 
collector, he requested me to re- 
ceive any money that might be 
offered so that men could register 
and vote; I did as requested and 
received some cash, most of it be- 
ing on polls. This money 1 sent 
to the comptroller general and hf 
returned it and advised mis to pay 
it to the comity school commission- 
er, which I did and have his re- 
ceipt for the same. 

JNot wishing to worry any ones 
patience 'with a long article I desire

Judsre Bragy* in ruling on a 
' plcu of drunkenness, advanced in 
defense of a man charged with 
irackilent voting, put his foot clown 
solidly on that old dodge. The 
judge, in charging the jury, warned 
them that it was not their duty to 
take the plea into consideration 

"If you believe that the defen- 
dant voted in the name of some one 
else, as has been testified to, then 
the fact that he yoluntanly intoxi- 
cated himself is no defense. He 
has not denied the fact of the ille- 
gal voting, but puts it upon the 
ground simply that he has no 
recollection of the occurrence. 1 
say to you, as a matter of law, that 
if the intoxicated were forced upon 
him, if the liquor was poured down 
his throat, it might act as defense, 
hut voluntary intoxication is no 
excuse." L . .' 

There was little reason to doubt 
that the prisoner, although intox- 
icated, had voted illegally with a 
full knowledge of what he was do- 
ing, and it is more than possible 
that he had drunk liquor expressly 
to give him enough nerve to vio- 
late the law. The jury convicted 
him. 

The tendency in recent years on 
the part of courts to reject drunk- 
enness as an excuse tor crime is 
altogether in the line of public de- 
1 cency and justice. Indeed, drunk 
ennessin such a case as Judge 
■Bregy passed upon yesterday is an 
aggravation rather than an cxtenu 
iation of the main offense. 

The intoxication dodge, like the 
insanity dodge, has been over 
worked by lawyers. Juries should 
no longer allow it to impose upon 
either their sympathies or their 
common sence. — Philadelphia Bul- 
letin.

IJest Season to Cut Timber. 

Question-.— Wbe:i is the best season 
of the year to cut timber for durability':' 
There seems to be various opinions on 
this subject. 

ANSWER.— You are entirely correct in 
the statement that there are various 
opinions on this > ubject, and even in 
this age of education and enlijthten- 
;n may be found who will con- 
sult some out of date almanac to find 
whether the moon and the signs are 
right before they will cut timber of any 
description or for any purpose. Of 
course such guides are worthless and 
are simply remnants of past supersti- 
tions in which our ancestors believed, 
but which modern science has proved to 
be false. There is, however, a proper 
time to cut timber where durability is 
desired, and the reason for it is plain 
and simple. "Other things being equal, 
timber will naturally last longest if the 
tree is felled at a season when the wood 
contains the smallest amount of sugar 
or starch, or other matters fit to feed 
fungi and worms." So says Storer, the 
best authority that could be quoted on 
the subject. At what time of thg year 
then is the tree in the condition indi- 
cated ? Why plainly when the spring 
and early summer growth is completed 
and the winter's store of starch, sugar, 
etc., is exhausted in the making of 
leaves, twigs, fruit, new wood, etc. Con- 
sequently the late summer and fall are 
the proper seasons in which to cut 
timber. An eminent authority says, 
that when timber is cut in the spring, 
when the sap is rich in sugar, the fer- 
mentative process changes the sugar 
into an acid, which is the very first stage 
of decay, and thus early started, can it 
be wondered at that posts and crossties 
do not last as long as they would if cut 
when these conditions could not possi- 
bly exist. In 1860 in Virginia a fenee 
was set with posts split from an oak 
cut when the leaves were of full size 
and vigor. Twenty-two years after- 
wards these posts were taken up and re- 
set elsewhere and most of them are 
doing duty yet after being used 
more than 30 years. Had these posts 
been cut in March or April they would 
not have lasted over ten years at the 
utmost. Away back in the time of Ju- 
lius Caesar it was found that 6hips were 
not durable when built of timber from 
trees that had been cut down in the 
spring. And the Roman architeot, Vi- 
trurius, held that "trees should never 
be felled in the spring. " While at that 
time the want of durability in spring 
felled timber was attributed to wrong 
causes, still the effect was well known, 
and the people were notified of it. 

Now as regards cutting timber to be 
used as fuel, doubtless the winter is the 
best time for that purpose, for as an 
eminent writer on the subject says 
"any given number of sticks of cord 
wood that have been cut in the winter 
would naturally weigh more and con- 
tain more combustible heat producing 
matter than the same number and kinds 
of sticks cut in the summer, after the 
starch, etc., had passed out from them." 

Another valuable point is that trees 
cut in the late summer will send up but 
few shoots and sprouts as compared 
with those cut from December to March. 
This is important to those who wish to 
destroy any particular kind of tree, or 
to clear land. To sum up: 

1. Timber for posts, rails, building 
purposes, etc., should be cut in the late 
bummer and early fall. 

2. For fuel cut* in midwinter, and up 
to the putting out of leaves in the 
spring. 

3. Where you wish to prevent shoots 
and sprouts cut in midsummer.— State 
Agricultural Department. 

The Peacli Crop— Canning Factories. 

Question. — Can you give me some 
idea of the size of this year's peach crop 
and its value to the growers? I mean 
its net value. 

Answer. — We can only approximate 
the size of the crop, and as the returns 
are not yet reported can only form a 
partially correct idea of its value. Be- 
sides the large amount sold at home, 
and the thousands of bushels wasted 
from inadequate shipping facilities, and 
the long continued rains, there were 
shipped from Georgia 2,200 carloads of 
peaches. As each car contains fiOO 
crates of 3 peeks each, this represents 
450 bushels to the car, in round num- 
bers 890,000 bushels in all. It is gen- 
erally agreed that at least one- third of 
the fruit was wasted. The demand for 
crates was much larger than the sup- 
ply. The peach crop matures and is 
marketed in a very limited time, and 
the delay in securing crates caused a 
heavy loss of the most saleable peaches, 
while thousands of bushels, of second 
quality, were either fed to the pigs or 
suffered to rot on the ground. Had 
there been canning factories and evap- 
orators conveniently located much of 
this loss could have been prevented, 
and instead of paying larger sums the 
coming season for canned and evapo- 
rated peaches shipped into the state 
from outside sovrrees, the home demand, 
always a steady one, could 
supplied by our own people 
factories can be so quickly erected that 
even after the crop has become set, and 
a fair estimase of its amount is thus 
rendered possible, enterprising workers 
may get everything in readiness for 
utilizing the surplus fruit, should the 
promise of the crop justify the outlay. 
Under the conditions surrounding our 
peach production, Georgia being the 
largest producer and shipper in the 
Union, it will certainly pay to "gather 
up the fragments, that nothing be lost." 
We trust that in the future adequate 
arrangements will be made to utilize as 
nearly as possible every bushel of Geor- 
gia's truly wonderful peach crop. — State 
Agricultural Department.

I haye the reports of the 
Comptroller General and not 
one cent is shown from Lump- 
kin county of such funds 
while over thirty-three thousand 
dollars have been sent in from oth- 
er counties for the year commenc- 
ing Oct. 1st, 1896 and ending Sept, 
1st, 1897. Because the grand ju- 
ries and finance committees failed 
to find these things it does not mean 
that they do not exist. I failed to 
find any trace of the insolvent tax- 
es back of 1894 in the ordinary's 
office and had to go to the state 
capitol to find it. Williams don't 
deny the charges 1 made against 
him. Not one time does he deny it 
in his article last week which is too 
contemptable and vague to deserve 
reply from an honest man. If he 
is clear let him produce his receipt 
from our present ordinary for the 
tax executions he turned over 
him and the amount of them and 
the receipt for the money he turn- 
ed over to the School Commission- 
er and then let him get a showing 
from our County Treasurer of the 
amount he turned over to him and 
if it all amounts to $1,379.91 I 
withdraw all charges I have made 
against him. The people will not 
accept his denunciation of me as a 
receipt for the funds in his hands 
unaccounted for and before this 
thing is settled every person in this 
county will know who has lied,

Monitors and Torpedo Boats. 

A monitor is a peculiar battle- 
ship, haying a low freeboard, light 
draft ami Hush deck and guns 
mounted in heavily armored re- 
volting turrets placed on the deck. 
A monitor is a floating battery 
more than a ship and derives its 
name from the first of the class 
ever constructed, which battled 
with the Confederate ironclad 
Merrimac in Hampton Koads. 
The original Monitor was described 
as resembling a great cheesebox on 
a plank, but it did valuable service 
and revolutionized naval warfare. 

Torpedo boats are the racers 
among the war vessels. They are 
swift, small craft, designed to 
launch torpedoes near large vessels. 
In order to do its work properly 
the torpedo boat must go close to 
the object of its destructive designs 
and having placed the instrument 
of destruction in position its next 
object is to getaway and oat of 
reach of the enemy. A torpedo 
boat must be small, and the men 
who form its small crew must be 
absolutely fearless. 

A torpedo boat catcher is de- 
signed expressly to catch or to de- 
stroy torpedo boats. In order to 
be fitted for the work the boats 
are larger than the torpedo boats. 
They can make better time and 
carry heavier armament.— New 
York Tribune.
